His Cubaa 
Intel pseudo is Andres Kadariaga. ANa@UG-l saw hia in’ 
Bexico in March 1964 regarding funds which the DGI had 
provided the FLY. According to AUNUG-1] GULRKERO is 
involved in "Hijos de la Tempestad"™ which also iavolves 
three or four other [CI agents. AKWUC~-1 also reported 
that GUERRERO is in trouble with the FLY whicn claina 

he spent woney improperly. ‘Tae FLY bes no con fidence 

in bia and considers hia covardly end lacking ina 
fighting spirit. hy other sources he has been descr ibed
